petition, may securo from the circuit 
court a citation directing the other 
party to the controversy to appear and 
insner. If neither ]nrty exercises this 
right either beforo or within a rcason- 
jhln lime, after a strike occurs, it i* 
made the duty of thin district attorney 
of tho United States, upon the request 
if any board of trade, or of any ten 
aituena, to bring the parties into court 
or the settlement of the ilispulo.
